The inscriptions were discovered 
in 1904 during the excavation of the 
temple of the Egyptian goddess, Ha- 
ther, on the side of Mount Sinai. 
They were carved on stone tablets 
and images unearthed among ruins of 
he temple and were in a language 
never before encountered by excava- 
tors, according to Dr. Henry Pfeiffer, 

Ph.D., instructor in Semitic languages 
at Harvard. 

The characters, he sald were 
strangely allied to Egyptian hierog- 
lyphics and the later Semitic alpha- 
bet, yet were not identical with 
either,
